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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The reply after final rejection filed 1/4/07 has 
been considered, particularly, the declaration, but is ineffective to disqualify Akatsu and Seidl as prior art under 103 (a) against the 
Applicants. For instance, the declaration does not positively identify the various features shown in the accompanying exhibits but merely 
sets forth what the inventors/declarants recall the various drawn features to be and not what these features actually depict. 

In order to establish that the drawings shown in the Exhibits are evidence of conception of the claimed invention, the declaration must 
establish nexus or a direct link between the Exhibits and the claims. 

Furthermore, assuming arguendo that the declaration is sufficient to establish conception, the assertion of due diligence from the date 
prior to the critical date of the above references to the date of constructive reduction to practice cannot be accepted as diligence since the 
activities during this period have not been accounted for along with a time line. 

For the above stated reasons, the 1 .1 31 declaration is inadequate to disqualify Akatsu and Seidl as prior art against the Applicants and to 
obviate the rejections based on the identified references. 
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
